There were no ne\£ developments 
today in the robbery of the Mays 
National 
bank,

early Friday morning when yegginen 
gained an entrance into 
the 
bank 
vault and 
ransacked 
the 
deposit 
boxes, and the officials of the bank 
today were awaiting an insurance 
adjustor and an investigator of the 
burglar proof company which 
had 
installed their system on the 
bank 
vault, and which failed to provide 
the protection guaranteed. 
The officials of the bank do not 
Wlieve that the loss to the individ­ 
uals leasing the looxes will be 
very 
great loecausc 
the 
looxes did not 
contain much valuable matter, 
a s 
negotiable bonds and papers were in 
safe keening in a bank at Indiana­ 
polis. 
Practically most 
of 
the 
boxes 
contained private papers of a busi­ 
ness 
nature, 
including 
insurance 
policies. 
One of the bank employes 
bad a bon and had two five dollar 
gold pieces in it, which were taken 
by the robloers. 
The bank vault, the door of which 
was melted by the robbers using an 
acetylene torch, was 
put 
out 
of 
commission. The bank carried insur­ 
a n ce against 
damage 
by robbers, 
and an adjust or was expected some 
time today so that the vault could 
l*e replaced with a new door. 
The vault 
door 
had 
previously 
hcen equipped with a system, sup­ 
p osedly burglar proof, but the s y s ­ 
tem tailed to work, according to the 
bank officials, and the firm which 
installed the system has been call­ 
ed upon to send a 
representative 
to Mays to investigate the reason 
for the system not working. 
According to Guy McBride, cash­ 
ier of the bank, the burglar proof 
>ystem, is n,ot an alarm, but is con­ 
fined within the 
vault, so that if 
the vault door is tampered with, ex­ 
tra bolts are automatically set 
in 
place to re-enforce the Tegular bolts 
which fasten the door. 
The 
officials at the bank declare 
that the re-enforcement did not fall 
into place when the safe was being 
opened, and for this reason an in­ 
vestigation has been ordered. 
As far a« could l>c learned today, 
there were no people in Mays 
who 
recalled hearing a »machine stop in 
the town during the night, 
and no 
clue to the robbery lias loeen found.

officers declared at headquarters here 
today. 
Six thousand mines were tied up, 
nearly 600,900 men were idle. 
Every

the half million 
United 
Mine 
Workers 
responded, 
eept 
the pumpers, 
engineers 
and 
President John L. Lewis said, ex­ 
firemen who will prevent flooding of 
the mine-;. 
In addition thousands of non-union 
workers were reported to have join­ 
ed the suspension. 
“We have tried to bring the mine 
owners into wage conference— now 
we’re going to fight,” Lewis declared. 
Fifteen hundred mines in the open 
shop fields were feverishly heaving 
coal above the ground to augment 
the nation’s 65,000,000 ton reserve. 
This surplus and the non-union pro­ 
duction will enable the country to 
endure a strike of at least six weeks 
without feeling the pinch of a fuel 
shortage, possibly longer. 
Lewis has been conferring frequen­ 
tly, during the la$t two days with 
Secretary - T reasnref Wm. E. (frees 
District union chiefs have also been 
closeted with them trying to devise 
some means to budge the operators 
from 
their hostility toward inter­ 
state wage negotiations as provided 
by the wage scale expiring last night. 
They were trying to envoive some 
strategy to force the Pittsburg Coal 
Producers Association, leaders in the 
fight for separate state wage con­ 
ferences, into line for negotiations

said the rainfall 
generally was lighter. 
Families were driven from

homes in the lowlands around W a­ 
bash, Fort Wayne, Washington and 
a few other river cities.
